The bulletin notes that the aver- 
age retail price of eggs was higher 
in Boston during 1960 than in any 
of the other 10 major marketings 
on which price information is pub- 
lished each year by USDA. New Eng- 
land poultrymen who sold eggs on 
the Boston market, or at a price 
based on the Boston market, received 
7.1¢ doz. above the 10-city average 
for large eggs in 1960. 


Background Statistics 

The Boston bank’s bulletin also 
says: 

Retail egg prices for the 10 cities 
averaged 44¢ doz. higher in 1960 
than in 1959; the price reported for 
the Boston market was 6.9¢ higher. 
Farm egg prices in 1960 exceeded the 
average 1959 price by 5.5¢ in the 10 
cities and in Boston by 7.9¢. Poultry- 
men, generally, received a larger 
share of the more favorable 1960 
prices than they did in 1959. 

Farm-retail spreads decreased from 
1959 to 1960 in all of the cities sum- 
marized except Washington, D.C. 
These gross spreads decreased most 
significantly in the two West Coast 
markets where they were already 
narrow. Los Angeles, which has con- 
sistently had the smallest gross 
spread since 1955, achieved the great- 
est decrease, from 20.2¢ in 1959 to 
16¢ in 1960. 

A USDA report recently made on 
the Los Angeles egg market con- 
cludes that opportunities are avail- 
able there for further cost reduc- 
tions. This was said despite evidence 
ef efficient marketing operations in 
this market as compared with others. 
Much of the present efficiency on the 
West Coast appears to stem from 
generally more direct marketing 
channels which prevail in both Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 

Poultrymen producing for the Bos- 
ton market received a farm price 
equal to 65% of the retail price in 
1960 as compared with a price equal 
to 60% of retail in 1959. In both 
years this was a relationship more 
favorable to farmers than the aver- 
age for the 10 markets. These av- 
erages were 61% and 55%, respec- 
tively, for the two years. Only Los 
Angeles has consistently returned 
more to the farmer than Boston.

Simple Record-Keeping System Devised | 


For Showing Use of Drugs in Feed Mill 


Starting from scratch, so to speak, | 


what records does a feed manufactur- 
er need to show that he is complying 
with usage statements he has filed 
with the Food and Drug Administ- 
ration for specific new drugs or com- 
binations of new drugs and cer- 
tifiable antibiotics. 

A discussion of answers to this 
question comes from Walter O. 
Krumbholz of the Leo Cook Co., 
Spokane, Wash., who says the feed 


| man must be prepared to show what 
| he did with drugs requiring a New 


Drug Application or Form 10. 
These records can be quite simple. 
With a receiving report and a perpet- 
ual inventory, Mr. Krumbholz advis- 
es, “You can follow the course of a 
particular drug through the mill and 
account for every pound of the mat- 
erial entering your plant.” 
Master Formula 
In his NDA, the feed man states 
that he will maintain in his file the 
master copy of the formula as it is 
mixed in the plant. This master for- 
mula, of course, should be the same 
as that outlined in his NDA, subject 
to any changes he may have made 
in it, Mr. Krumbholz explained in a 





talk during this year’s Pacific North- 
west Feed Mill Production School in 
Bellingham, Wash. He added that 
these changes must be supported by 
an FDA-approved amendment, also 
kept on file. 

“Most formulas on an NDA or a 


Form 10 are accompanied by a | 


statement that some changes will oc- 
cur in the formula due to market 
availability and costs of individual 
ingredients,” he said. “No notifica- 
tion to FDA is necessary in this case 


unless you change the name or the | 


guaranteed analysis or revise the 
formula entirely. In this event, try a 
minor change proposal first.” 
Receiving Record 
Mr. Krumbholz suggests that re- 


ceipt of a given quantity of a new | 
drug substance be supported by a re- 
ceiving record (an example is shown 
as Figure 1). The feed man’s record 
should include data of receipt; the | 


drug’s name and potency; the manu- 
facturer’s code or lot number; gross 
tare and net amounts and a receiving 
number. 

This receiving number, Mr. Krumb- 
holz says,

should be stamped on the | 


the card. However, its use is not 
strictly necessary—if the manufac- 
turer’s lot number is used, he notes. 
A system for assigning receiving 
numbers may be devised by the feed 
manufacturer. For instance, in 
“R2091” the “R” stands for received, 
the “2” stands for February, “09” 
stands for the ninth day of the month 
and the “1” stands for 1961. 

Figure 1 has blanks for indicating 
who delivered the drug and the num- 
ber of the waybill. This information 
is a good thing to have, Mr. Krumb- 
holz notes, in case it is necessary to 
run a tracer on a particular ship- 
ment. 

Inventory 

Once a new drug substance has 
entered the mill, a perpetual inven- 
tory should be maintained of the 
product. (See Figure 2.) This inven- 
tory can be applied on the side of the 
container. It is advisable to show the 
material name and potency, including 
its trade name; the receiving number 
and/or the manufacturer’s lot num- 
ber; the date; the amount on hand, 
and the amount used in a particular 
mix, with the mix number designated, 
if possible. It’s a good idea to record 
the daily “weighback” or amount re- 
maining, too, but this may not be ab- 
solutely necessary or feasible, as in 
the case of continuous line operation
